Greater  Than  Life  Itself 

“There’s  something  greater  in  life  than  life  itself.” 

In  these  few  words,  Thomas  D.  Cobb  last  Thursday  night 
in  chapel  expressed  a  truth  so  far-reaching  and  so  all-important 
in  these  days  of  futility  and  hopelessness  that  it  may  well  bear 
further  thought. 

Many  of  us  who  are  in  our  early  twenties  have  awakened 
this  year  from  a  dream  of  a  pleasant  and  untroubled  future 
to  the  reality  of  man’s  inhumanity  to  man,  and  the  possibility 
that  we  may  have  only  a  few  months  longer  to  live.  It  is  a 
terrible  disillusioning  discovery,  this  sudden  approach  of  a 
moment  we  had  never  thought  of  before  other  than  some¬ 
thing  far  in  the  future — the  moment  at  which  we  will  have  to 
render  account. 

Instinctively,  we  recoil.  We  do  not  want  to  be  awakened. 
We  feel  that  we  are  being  robbed;  that  the  stupidity  and 
shortsightedness  of  the  past  generation  has  put  before  us  a 
decision  which  we  should  not  yet  have  to  face.  We  want  to 
live,  and  in  the  little  time  we  may  have  left,  we  decide  to 
live  life  fully — that  is,  madly  and  without  concern. 

Perhaps  we  have  been  wronged.  Perhaps  we  have  the 
right  to  live.  Perhaps  it  is  the  fault  of  the  past  generation. 
But  that  does  not  matter.  The  only  important  thing  right  now 
is  that  this  dark  future  can  help  us  to  come  to  our  senses. 

Is  life  really  worth  living,  as  such?  Or,  to  put  it  into 
other  words,  is  the  state  of  being  alive  something  worth  pre¬ 
serving  for  its  own  merits?  Is  there  no  purpose  in  life  except 
to  live? 

The  answer,  obviously,  is  no.  There  is  something  greater 
in  life  than  life  itself.  There  is  that  for  which  we  live — an 
idea,  a  way  of  life,  a  tradition,  a  faith.  ..Life  is  only  worth 
living  in  direct  proportion  to  the  merit  of  that  which  we  live 
for. 

This  is  perhaps  the  true  meaning  of  the  words,  “He  who 
shall  lose  his  life,  shall  find  it.”  If  that  which  we  live  for — 
we  have  called  it  faith — is  really  important  to  us,  then  our 
life  will  become  submerged  in  it,  identified  with  it  to  the 
point  where  our  faith  IS  our  life.  Then  we  shall  have  lost 
our  life  and,  losing  it,  shall  have  found  the  kind  of  faith  which 
alone  can  make  life  the  most  satisfying  thing  granted  to  man. 

That  is  the  thing  In  life  which  is  more  important  than 
life  itself,  and  which  can  grant  us  even  in  these  days  of  un¬ 
certainty  the  kind  of  hope  that  looks  beyond  Korea,  beyond 
China,  even  beyond  death.

POLITICAL  PAGEANT

Atlantic  Allies  Must  Quit  Bickering 


Today  the  world  totters  on  the  brink  of  a  third 
and  greatest  world  war.  The  organized  intervention 
on  a  large  scale  of  Red  China  in  Korea  highlights 
this  brutal  fact.  Yet  the  free  nations  are  little 
prepared  for  an  all-out  international  conflict,  for 
they  are  not  only  weak  in  a  military  sense,  but 
lately  additional  obstacles  to  sustained  resistance 
have  come  to  light. 

The  solidarity  of  the  Atlantic  Pact  nations  has 
been  shaken  by  the  serious  disagreement  between 
the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  in  regard  to 
Communist  China.  England's  attitude  smacks  of 
appeasement,  while  our  government's  policy  has 
been  far  from  realistic,  yet  at  this  time  a  unity 
of  viewpoint  is  desperately  needed.  The  Kremlin 
would  like  nothing  better  than  to  widen  the  cleft 
between  the  free  nations. 

Another  blow  to  our  common  cause  was 
dealt  by  the  German  refusal  to  participate  in 
the  rearmament  of  Western  Europe  unless  Ger¬ 
many  again  was  allowed  to  assume  the  status 
of  a  sovereign  power.  French  distrust  and 
animosity  will  doubtless  prevent  such  an  oc¬ 
currence,  but  many  authorities  believe  that  no 
adequate  defense  of  Western  Europe  can  be 
established  without  German  participation. 

This  is  the  ebb  tide  of  freedom’s  fortunes.  The 
situation,  however  desperate,  is  not  insolvable. 
Courageous  action  and  steadfastness  of  purpose  on 


the  part  of  our  statesmen  con  yet  give  us  a  respite, 
if  not  permanent  security.  We  must  realize  that 
we  are  competing  with  a  carefully  drawn-up  master 
plan  for  world  conquest,  and  that  our  stop  gap  diplo¬ 
macy  and  spur-of-the-minute  actions  are  a  distinct 
disadvantage  in  such  a  situation.  Our  whole  policy 
— that  of  the  United  States  and  its  allies — must 
likewise  be  formulated  on  such  a  gigantic  scale, 
but  having  sufficient  flexibility  to  exploit  commu¬ 
nistic  weaknesses  wherever  they  may  be  found. 

A  greater  degree  of  cooperative  action 
among  all  free  nations  would  be  a  definite  step 
in  the  proper  direction.  National  jealousies  and 
other  hindrances  to  effective  participation  in  a 
supra  national  scheme  for  mutual  defense  and 
communistic  containment  must  be  thrust  aside 
as  unimportant  in  face  of  the  greater  and  more 
immediate  danger.  The  federation  of  Western 
Europe,  creating  an  ally  potentially  strong 
militarily  and  economically,  is  therefore  highly 
desirable  from  our  standpoint. 

These  proposals  do  not  constitute  an  abandon-  | 
ment  of  the  United  Nations;  indeed,  it  is  the  free  ] 
nations  and  not  the  Soviet  states  whose  support  has  I 
made  this  organization  on  effective  reality.  Cer-  | 
tainly  an  objective  view  of  global  events  today  forces 
us  to  realize  that  peace  and  freedom  cannot  continue  !

A  new  YVartburg  scoring  record 
was  blazed  into  the  books  last 
night  as  an  impressive  Knight  bas¬ 
ketball  team  went  crazy  and  in¬ 
sulted  Doane  by  an  84-54  count.

Kuril  High  Scorer. 

John  Kurtt  won  the  torrid  in¬ 
dividual  scoring  race  with  16 
counters  but  he  was  hard  pressed 
by  four  of  his  mates.  Bill  Adix,  al¬ 
though  not  among  the  starting 
five,  showed  excellent  improve¬ 
ment  over  his  play  of  last  year  as 
he  scored  12  points.  Art  Miller, 
Paul  Olson  and  Jack  Bostrack  got 
their  share  of  the  record  total  with 
11  apiece. 

Doane  was  out  of  the  game  at 
the  start,  Wartburg  gaining  the 
initial  tip-off  and  scoring  the  first 
three  times  it  had  the  ball.  The 
Knights  convinced  Doane  early 
that  they  were  out  to  avenge 
emphatically  that  two-point,  last- 
minute  loss  at  the  hands  of  the 
Nebraskans  a  year  ago.

Maneuvering  the  potent  Wart¬ 
burg  offense  were  guards  Bostrack 
and  Campbell  who  showed  fancy 
ball  handling  and  long  shot  ar¬ 
tistry.  Olson  and  Steinhauer  were 
only  two  of  many  Knight  front- 
courters  handling  rebounding 
chores  much  too  adequately  for 
any  Doane  threat. 

Doane  won  only  in  the  free 
throw  department,  converting  on 
16  gift  tosses  to  Wartburg’s  12.

'Christianity  Or  Communism  Is  Question 
In  Orient  Today'  -  Says  Iran  Missionary

“Like  an  old  building,  Mohammedanism  is  falling  apart. 
What  will  take  its  place— Christianity  or  materialistic,  atheistic 
communism?  Will  we  as  Christians  fill  that  vacuum?” 

That  challenge,  voiced  by  the  Rev.  H.  A.  Mueller  of  Rice 
Lake,  Wis.,  to  the  members  of  Mission  Fellowship  climaxed 
an  account  of  missionary  experiences  in  northwest  Persia 
(Iran  of  today). 

Mr.  Mueller,  whose  daughter1 
and  son  attending  Wartburg  were 
born  in  Persia,  spent  eight  years 
in  the  field  (1929-37)  working 
among  the  Kurds  in  the  province 
of  Azerbaijan.  Toward  the  end  of 
his  stay,  because  of  the  political 
situation  at  that  time,  he  helped 
close  the  mission  in  Persia  and 
moved  it  across  the  border 
Mosul,  Iraq,  where  it  is  now  lo¬ 
cated. 

'Youth  Needed.' 

Relating  numerous  anecdotes  of 
personal  experiences  with  the  na¬ 
tives,  Mr.  Mueller  did  not  fail  to 
emphasize  that  “now  is  the  time 
for  action  on  the  mission  fronts. 

The  first  wave — the  shock  troops 
— must  be  young  troops!” 

He  added  that  mission  work,  to 
date,  was  admittedly  of  very  short 
history  and  meager  in  effort,  but 
that  the  foundation  has  been  laid 
and  everything  is  now  ready  for 
the  superstructure  of  the  church 
to  be  built  on  the  foundation. 

With  a  large  collection  of  in¬ 
triguing  curios,  the  speaker  fasci¬ 
nated  the  group  by  relating  tales 
connected  with  each  article. 

Among  his  collection  was  the  top 
two  thirds  of  a  Persian  New  Testa¬ 
ment — the  bottom  third  being 
used  for  cigarette  paper  by  an  old 
Mohammedan  mullah.  “Holy 
smoke"  was  Mr.  Mueller’s  quip  on 
this  incident 
Displays  Coins. 

"Luther  now  also  speaks  Per¬ 
sian”  Mr.  Mueller  said  as  he  dis¬ 
played  his  original  manuscript  of 
Luther’s  Small  Catechism,  trans¬ 
lated  into  the  Persian  language. 

His  collection  of  old  and  rare 
coins  included  some  from  the 
time  of  Alexander  the  Great,  An¬ 
tony  and  Cleopatra,  Caesar  Augus¬ 
tus  and  others.  He  exhibited  a  na¬ 
tive  dagger  and  a  camel  bell  used 
in  the  caravans  of  the  East. 

In  closing,  the  speaker  re¬ 
counted  the  pointed  statement  of 
an  old  native  chieftain,  claiming  to 
be  a  descendant  of  Saladin,  refer¬ 
ring  to  the  crusades;  “If  you  had 
come  with  the  Bible  instead  of 
with  steel — you  would  have  won 
us  long  ago."
